was cor rupted likewiſe, and *

mingled withtheWicked : The Earth 


was filled with Crimes, and the Cor- 
ruption grew ſo great and general, 


that God ſent the Flood, which 


drown'd the whole World, Noah ex- 


cepted, who (being a Man that fear- 
ed God) was, with his Family, pre- 
ſerved from this Inundation; God 
having commanded him to build an 
Ark, in which he was ſnut up when 
the Flood came. The Memory of 


this Deluge is preſerved not only in 


the Holy Scriptures, but alſo among 
divers Nations of the World, as we 
may find in many ancient Hiſtories. 
The Flood happened one thoufand 
{ix hundred fifty ſix Years after the 
Creation of the World.

Noah had 
three Sons, Shem, Ham, and res 
Japberh, and all the World 1% Ch K. 
was afterwards peopled by . 
their Poſterity. The Deſcendants of 
Shem ſettled chiefly ig Aſia; thoſe of 
| Ham, ſpread for the moſt part in 4- 
frica; and thoſe of Japheth, in Europe. 
This is the Original of all the People 
of the World, as may be ſeen more at 
large in the Tenth Chapter of Geneſis. 
Some time after the Flood, Ch. Xl. 
Men undertook to build the 
Tower of Babel; but God confound- 
ed their Language; ſo that, not un- 


deerſtanding one another any longer, 


they were diſpers'd into divers Coun- 
tries. Idolatry began, about this time, 
to prevail; and then God was pleas d 
to chooſe a People, among whom the 
true Religion was preſerv'd. For this 
pur poſe he called Abraham, who livd 
in the City of Ur in Chaldea. He ap- 
/ pointed him to leave the Country 
wherein he was born; he engag'd him 
to- ſer ve him, and fear him; he com- 
manded him to go into the Land of 
Canaan, and he promiſed to give that 
Country to his Deſcendants; to mul- 
tiply his Poſterity ; and that the/deſo

Fire 
from Heaven fell down upon Sodom

Power. Iſaac was the Father of Ja-

The two moſt conſiderable of theſe 


Tribes were,afterwards, the Tribe of 


Levi, from which the Prieſts and Mini- 
fters of Religion were taken; and the 
Tribe of Fadah, which was the moſt 


powerful; which was for a great 


while polleſs'd of the Royal Authori- 
ty, and was to ſubſiſt till the coming 
of jeſus Chriſt, from which alſo je- 


ſus Chriſt was to be born. 


Joſeph, one of the Sons of Chap- 
and XXXVII, 
carried into Egypt, through Kc. 


the jealouſy and Hatred of his Bre- 
thren; God raiſed him up to the 


_ chiefeſt Dignity of that Kingdom, by 


the means of the King of the Country. 
Some Years after, Jacob, the Father 
of Joſeph, was conſtrained by the Fa- 
mine that was in the Land of Canaan, 
to go and ſojourn in Egypt, with all his 
Family. About this time lived Job, 
a Man illuſtrious for his Piety, and 
Patience under Afflictions.'

But God 
 Fent Moſes, who having wrought ma- 
ny Miracles, and ſmote Egypt with ten 
Plagues, obliged Pharaoh to let the 
Children of Jſrael go out of his Ter- 
ritorĩes. This Departure of the Chil- 
dren of Hract out of Egypt, happened 


four hundred and thirty Years after

Commandments. of the Law upon 
Mount Sinai. Hegaveafterwards the 
Political Laws to Moſes; as alſo the 
Ceremonial Laws, which the1ſraelites 
were to obſerve. God did not ſuffer 
the Children of Jrael to enter into 
the Land of Canaan immediately after 
their coming out ot Eg Lp 3 . — they 
ſtaid in the Wilderneſs forty Vears 
under the Conduct of Maſes. 

Moſes dying at the end of Jo, 


theſe fourty Vears, Joſhua ſuc- &c. | 
ceeded him; and after having ſub- 


dued the Nations and Kings that in- 
habited the Land of Canaan, he ſettled 
the Iſraelites in their ſtead. After the 
Death of Joſhua, this People were go- 
vern'd by the Judges that God raiſed 


| from time to time, until the Prophet 


Samuel (who was the laſt of the ſudges) 
ſet up Saul, the firſt King of the / 
ratlites.. After Saul, reigned. Dauid, 
who was both a King and a- Prophet 
to whom ſucceeded Slomon his Son, 

who built the Temple of Jeruſalem, 
four hundred and fourſcore Years 
after the coming out of Egype, and a- 
bout a thouſand Years before the com-

Kung, Fter Solomon 's Death, 
XII &c. Re hoboam his Son be- 
ing ſet on the Throne, ten Tribes of 
Iſrael revolted; ſo that he ruled over 
two Tribes only, which were thoſe 
of Judah and Benjamin. Thus there 
were two Kingdoms for m'd; the one, 
called the Kingdom of Ifract, which 
_ comprehended the ten revolted 
Tribes; the other, called the Ring- 
dom of Judah, which conſiſted of the 
two Tribes that remained faithful to 
Rshoboam. 

The Kingdom of Iſrael ſubſiſted a- 
bout two hundred and fifty Vears: 
Jeroboam was the firſt King of it. This 
Pt tace fearing that his Subjects would 
x*turn to the Obedience of Rehoboam, 
Ring of Judah, when they ſhould go 
to Neale to the ſolemn Feſtivals, 
to worſhip God in the Temple, and to 
offer their Sacrifices there; ſet up a 
falſe Worſhip in his. 3 He 
| made 


the "Fiftory of the Bible. 13 3 
made two Golden Calves, which they 
worſhipp'd under the Name of the 
God of Iſrael. He appointed ſolemn 
Feaſts and Prieſts; ſo that in the 
Reign of Jeroboam, and his Succe = 
fors, Idolatry was eſtabliſh'd in the 
Kingdom of 1ſrael. All the Kings of 
Iſrael were Idolaters, and kept up p the 
falſe Worſhip which Feroboam had 
eſtabliſhed. God ſent ſeveral Prophets 
to the ten Tribes, to turn them from 
their Sins, and to preſerve the Know- 
ledge of himſelf among them. The- 
molt eminent of theſe Prophets was 
Elijah: He propheſy'd in the time 
of Ahab, who was one of the wicked- 
eſt of the Kings of 7/rael. At laſt the 
Kingdom of the ten Tribes 
was "deſtroyed, and Samaria, Xn. 
their capital City, was taken 
in the time of Hoſea, the laſt King of 
Iſrael, by Salmanaſar King of Afſyria, 
who carried away the ten Tribes into 
his own Kingdom, from whence they 
were diſpers'd intodivers Countries, 
and have never ſince been ſettled a- 
Said, in their own Land. 
Tbe Kingdom of Judah laſted an 
hundred and thirty Vears longer than 
that of IJſrael. The Capital City of 


this | 
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Birth of our Lord. 


An Alridment of 
this Kingdom was Jeruſalem, where 
the true God was ſerv*d in the Temple 
of Solomon. But Idolatry crept in 
alſo into the Kingdom of Judah. God 
raiſed upProphets from time to time, 
who oppos'd the Errors and Sins of 
that People, who threatned them with: 
the Judgmeats of God, and foretold. 
the coming of the Meſſias. Iſaiah was. 
one of the moſt eminent of theſe Pro- 
phets. There were alſo ſome good 
Kings, who endeavour'd to aboliſh. 
Idolatry, as Jeboſhapbat, Hexeliab, Jo- 
ſiab, and ſome others. But the Peo- 
plwKke continuing in their Sins, 
XV God (after he had long 
fthreatned them, and afflicted 
them at ſundry times by the neigh- 
bouring Kings,) deſtroyed alſo the 
Kingdom of Judah. Nebuchadnez.zar 
King of Babylon beſieged Jeruſalem 
in the Reign of Zedekiah, the laſt 
King of Judab ; he took it, and burat 
it with the Temple, and carried away 
the People to Babylon, about four 
hundred and twenty Years after Sola- 
mon had laid the Foundation of the 


Temple of Jeruſalem, and five hun- 


dred and fourſcore Years before the

the Leave of Cyrus King of Perſia, un- 
der the Conduct of Zorobabel, to re- 
build the Temple of Jeruſalem. But 
in this they were iaterrupted by the. 
neighbouring Nations, and this Work 
was delay'd to the Time of Darius 
King of Perſia, who commanded that 
the Temple, and the Service of God, 
ſhould be ſec up again. The Prophets 
Haggai and Zechariah lived at that 
time, and they exhorted the Jews to 
labour in building the Tem- 67 

ple. Some Years after - NE 
wards, Nehemiah went into Judea by 
the permiſſion of King Artaxerxes e 
He cauſed the Walls of Jeruſalem to 


be

de built, and reſtored Order and - 
vil Government in 1 City. 
From the Rebuild ing 
Mate XXIV of Feruſalem, in the Reign 
15. of Darius, to the Deſtru- 
Lake XXI. 20. Qion of that City, which 
happened after the coming of Jeſus 
Chriſt, there were ſeventy Weeks of 
Years, that is to ſay, four hundred 
and ninety Years, according to the 
Prediction of the Prophet Daniel. 
The Jews being returned into their 
own Country, were, for ſome time, 
ſubject to the Kings of Perſia, and 
afterwards to the Kings of Syria. 
They were expoſed to divers Perſe- 
cutions, whereof the laſt and moſt 
cruel was that of King 
: Macc. I. Antiochus, who plunder'd 
- 7% and profan'd the Temple 
e uſale in, and made 
uſe of Torments in order to force the 
Fews to renounce their Religion; as 
may be ſeen in the Hiſtory of the 
Maccabees. This was he that forc'd 
Matt at hi as, and many Fews, to enter 
into a Covenant together for the pre- 
ſer vation of their Religion and Liber- 
ty. They gained many Victories by 
the Courage and Conduct of Judas 
Mac-

Maccabi and'Jonathan, both Sons 


of Martathias. Having recover'd their 
Liberty, and again ſet up the Exerciſe 
of their Religion, they were a long 
time under the Government of the 


Prieſts, who ſucceeded Judas and Jo- 


nathan and took the Title of Kings. 
Theſe are they who are called Aſmo- 
neans. At laſt, the Jews fell under 
the Dominion of the Romans, who” 
made Herod King over Judea; and 
it was this Herod that reign'd when: 
Teſs N came into the World.

"H E Time in which God had re- 
ſolved to ſend his: Son being 


come, Teſus Chriſt was born in Judea; 


and many things fell out, that made 

| HisBirth remarkable: Nevertheleſshe 
did not quickly make himſelf known 

to the Jews ; nor did he begin to ex- 

erciſe his Miniſtry before he was Thir- 


Oo 


ty Years of Age, and that he had been. 
baptized by John the Baptiſt, his Fore- 
runner. We have the Hiſtory of the 
Life of Jeſus Chriſt in the Goſpel; and 
there are three things principally to 
be conſider'd in this Hiſtory, viz. the 
Doctrine of Feſus Chriſt, his Miracles, 
and the Holineſs. of his Life. The 
Doctrine he preach'd. was moſt holy, 
and tends only to the Glory of God. 
and the Good of Mankind. He 
wrought a great Number of Miracles, 
which manifeſted an infinite Power 
and Goodneſs. By theſe Miracles ne 
has made it appear, that he was the 
Son of God; and that his Doctrine 
was true. His Life was perfectly ho- 
ly. We may find therein an Example 
of all kind of Virtues, and particularly 
of an admĩrable Charity and Humifi- 
ty, ot an extraordinary Zeal, and of a 
perfect Indifference for the World. 
.Jeſ«shaving lived after this manner 
among the Jews, for about the ſpace 
of four Years, they crucified him, and. 
put him to Death at the Feaſt of the

"HE Apoſtles having received the 
Holy Ghoſt in the City of FJe- 
ruſalem, began to preach the Goſpel 
there, and to confirm their Doctrine 
by Miracles. At firſt they preach'd 
: only in Jadea, and to none but Jews. 
: ButGod having made known to them, 
that the Chriſtian Religion ought to 


be taught to all Men, they went to 


preach the Goſpel throughout the 
World. TheApoſtles met withFews in 

! almoſt all thePlaces where they came, 
this Nation having been diſpers'd for 
a long time indiversCountreys. *'Twas 
to the Jews of the Diſperſion, that the 
Apoſtles did at firſt addreſs them- 
ſelves, as the Book of Act, ſhews us; 
ao t was to Wen. that they wrote 
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many-Epiſtles. Nevertheleſs they in- ; 

vited all forts of People, without di- 
ſtinction, :5 well Gentiles as Jews, to f 
kl | 


the Profeſſion of the Goſpel; and they 
baptiz'd all thoſe that wou d become 
Chriſtiaas, In the Name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt. 
This is che Subſtance of the D»>arine 
which che Apoſtles, and other Mini- 
= ftersof Jeſus Chriſt did preach; name- 
9, Thit there is but one only God, 
"M who created Heaven and Earth: 
5 That this true God, who had not been 
ſufficiently kaown till then, had made 
himſelf known go Men by jeſusChriſt 
his Son: That this Jeſus, who was 
crucified by the Jews, was riſen again: 
That he was the Saviour of the World, 
the judge of all Men; and that all 
thoſe who would believe in him, 
ſhould be eternally happy. This Do- 
Arine was preach'd by the Apoſtles 
with ſuch wonder fal Succeſs, that in 
a few Years Chriſtianity was eſtabliſh- 
ed inthe principal Partsof theWorld. 
As for the Jews, they were deſtroy» 
ed and drove out of their Country. 
Fourty Vears after the Death of our 
Lord, the City of Feruſalem was taken 
by the Romans, and with the Temple

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there, laid in Ruines, as Jeſus Chriſt 
had expreſly foretold; the judgments 
of God fell upon the Jews, who were 
diſpers'd throughout the World; and 
ſince that time, they have never been 
able to recover that Deſtruction; but 
it continues upon them to this bay.

UT in oder to have a more ex- 
act Knowledge of the Religion 
preach'd by the Apoſtles, it mult be 


known, that they requir'd two things 
from Men, and promiſed them allo 


two things. 
The Two things which the Apo- 


ſtles required were, that Men ſhould 
believe, and that they fhould amend 


their Livres. They required, in the 
firſt Place, that Men ſhould believein 
God and in Jeſus Chriſt; that the Gen- 
tiles ſhould forſake their Religion, and 
the Service of falſe Deities, and adore 
and ſerve none but the true God, 

the Sento of the World; that the

ould acknowledge Jeſus Chriſt

for the Meſſias promiſed by the Pro- 


hets; and that Jews and Gentiles 
oth ſhould believe, that Jeſus Chriſt 


came into the World for the Salva- 
tion of Men; to make Attonement for 
their Sins; to deliver them from Con- 
demnation and Death; and to pur- 
chaſe for all them that believe in him, 


a Title to eternal Life; that they 
ſhould receive his Doctrine as true; 


and that they ſhould perſevere in the 


Profeſſion of it. The other thing 
which the Apoſtles required was, 
that thoſe who, till then, had lived 


very wickedly, ſhould amend their 


Lives, and renounce their Sins; of 


which, the Principal were, Impiety, 
_ Impurity, Intemperance, Cruelty, 


Covetouſneſs, Injultice, Pride, Evil- 
ſpeakiag, the Love of the World and 
Self-love. Thoſe who were made 
Chriſtians, renounced theſe Sins in 
receiving Baptiſm ; and they promiſ- 
ed to live in the Practice of Virtue 
and Holineſs, and to obey the Com- 
mandments of Jeſus Chriſt : Which 
may be reduc'd to theſe three Heads, 
Piety towards God ; Juſtice and Cha- 
rity towards our. Neighbour M and 
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Upon Condition that Men would 


acquit themſelves of theſe twoDuties, 


and would give Evidence of their 


Faith and Repentance, the Apoſtles 


promiſed them two things: Firſt, 
That all their paſt Sins, committed in 


the time of their Ignorance, ſhould 
be pardoned: Secondly, That God 


would receive them into his Cove- 


nant, and grant them Salvation and 
Life eternal. Theſe are the Two 
things that the Apoſtles gave Men 


Aſſurance of by Baptiſm. But as for 
thoſe that refus'd to become Chriſti- 
ans; or that, being Chriſtians, did 
not live as jeſus Chriſt had ordain'd, 


the Apoſtles declar'd that they were 


excluded from Salvation, and were 
ſubje& to Condemnation and Death 
eternal. 5 


This is the Sum of the Ebriftian 


Religion, as it was preach'd by the 


Apoſtles. *Tis our Duty to adhere 


: conſtantly to it, to love it, to do ac- 


cording as it directs, living godly in 
this World, and expecting our Sal- 


vation from the Mercy of God; that 
ſo hen Jeſus Chriſt ſhall come at the 
laſt Day, to render to every one ac- 
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ks, to his Works, we e may eſcaps 
the-Pugiſhments Which this Keligion ; 
threateas wicked. People” with, and 
partake of that Glory and everlaſting 
. ware it n to the
